Panama, Nov. 17. — After viewing 


the Culebra cut from all angles and 
expressing his approval of the work, 
President Taft heard the complaints 
of the canal employes who 
are 


paid 
by 
the 
hour, 
who 
are 


dissatisfied 
with 
the 
remuneration 


and demand higher pay.-After listen- 
ing to their side of the question, Mr. 
Taft said he could not agree with 
them that they were underpaid. He 
added that, as a matter of fact, labor 
on the canal was th« best paid in 
the world. 


The principal event of the day, 


however, was the dinner given In 
President Taft'n honor by President 
Pablo Arosemeua, which was attend* 
ed by 200 prominent Panama offi- 
cials, officers of the canal zone and 
citizens. Great Interest was-mani- 
fested in what Mr. Taft would have 
to say about the reports that have 
been in circulation here for some 
:lme to the effect that it was the 
intention of the United States to an- 
nex the republic of Panama. What 
he did say put a Quietus on all such 
! rumors. After referring to the prog- 
[ ress of the work on the canal, he 
continued: 


Guarantees Integrity. 


"The treaty between the two coun- 


tries makes the United States the 
guarantor of the integrity of the re- 
public of Panama, and therefore In 
a sense the guardian of the liberties 
of her people, secured by your con- 
stitution. 
Our responsibility, there- 


fore, for your government, requires 
us to closely observe the course of 
the conduct of those selected as offi- 
cials of your government, and to in- 
sist that they be selected according 
to law. All this makes us specially 
interested in what Is done in your 
government, but this relation neither 
calls for nor permits annexation. We 
are here to construct, maintain, op- 
erate and defend a 
world canal, 


which »uns through the heart of your 
country, and you have given us the 
necessary sovereignty and jurisdic- 
tion over that part of your country 
occupied by the canal to enable us 
to do it •effectively. 
We do not' wish 


further responsibility in respect of 
your government than 
is necessary 


to carry out our purpose to construct 
and maintain the canal. 
We have no 


desire to add to the territory Tinder 
our jurisdiction except as the opera- 
tion of the canal may require. We 
have guaranteed: the 
integrity of 


your republic and for us to annex 
your territory would be to violate the 
guaranty, and nothing would justify 
th^t so lo-ng as Panama performs her 
part under the treaty. 


"I wish to make my statement em- 


phatic, 
because 
Irresponsible per- 


sons, without the slightest founda- 
tion, have started 
rumors that my 


visit to the Isthmus was to promote 
annexation, when nothing could be 
further from the truth."

announcement in years.

the king made this refusal positive 
and declared he would not 
recede 


from it, even if the country went 
overwhelmingly Liberal at the forth- 
coming general elections. 


The king summoned the members 


of the privy council to meet him to 
talk over the situation. 
The privy 


councilors 
are selected from both 


parties and are men who have won 
fame in their respective

and professions. 
The cabinet, also 


held a prolonged session, after which 
Prime Minister .Asquith was received 
by the king. 


King George is known to have pro- 


nounced Tory feelings, but tho Idea

tives are startled by the possible 
consequences of George's act.

Would Mean Revolution. 


"In a survey'of the theoretical pos- 


sibilities of the 
political 
situation 


one is compelled to take into consld- 
erallon the practically inconceivable 
proposition that the crown may ally 
itself with tho house of lords to pre- 
vent the legalizing of the people's 
Judgment. Such a move would mean 
a monarchial revolution, added to the 
peers' revolution, and "In such an 
event the gravest happenings that 
the country has noted in centuries 
are to bo expected."
